lUsappoiiitment in Love Led to the 
Rash Act. 


Further 
particulars

learned relative to the suicide of 
Sterling Balew, a farmer, 21 years 
of age, who died aL the home of 
Richard Estes, threjP^niles east of 
Colunabia, 
Friday 
morning,

chronicled in Sunday's D e m oc r a t . 
It seems that disappointment in 
love 
was

of the act. 
Balew was in love with the 
daugh­

Thursday night the Estes family 
were aroused 
by

there on horseback, who stated that 
he was dying from the effects of 60 
grains of morphine administered by 
himself, and begged to be taken in. 
This was done, though his story 
was disbelieved until an empty vial 
which had contained the poison was 
shown in evidence. 
Balew soon be­ 
came unconscious and a physician 
was summoned, 
but 
emetics and 
the stomach pump were of no avail 
and he died at an early hour Friday 
morning, 
in 
the 
presence ot his 
father and mother, who were called 
to his bedside. It is said that Balew 
was several times heard to remark 
that it was his intention to die 
the Estes house.
